ORDINANCE NO. 20080320-011 

AN ORDINANCE APPROVING A SERVICE PLAN AND ANNEXING FOR 
FULL PURPOSES APPROXIMATELY 1,087 ACRES OF LAND IN THE 
ANDERSON MILL MUNICIPALITY UTILITY DISTRICT, EFFECTIVE 
DECEMBER 31, 2008, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE STRATEGIC 
PARTNERSHIP AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE CITY OF AUSTIN AND THE 
ANDERSON MILL MUNICIPAL UTILITY DISTRICT. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN: 

PART 1. The Council finds that: 

(A) The City entered into a Strategic Partnership Agreement with the Anderson Mill 
Municipal Utility DIstrict ("MUD") In 1998. In the Strategic Partnership 
Agreement, the City agreed to the MUD's request to delay the full-purpose 
annexation of the MUD until 2004. The Strategic Partnership Agreement was 
amended in 2004, in which the City agreed to the MUD's request for a further 
delay of annexation to 2008. 

(B) The Strategic Partnership Agreement provides that the City will prepare and 
deliver an annexation service plan to the MUD board at least 9 months prior to 
the date on which the City elects to annex the remaining unannexed land in the 
MUD. The City has conferred with the MUD and residents of the area 

,regarding the attached service plan. The service plan is intended to provide full 
municipal services to the area. 

(C) The Strategic Partnership Agreement, as amended, allows full-purpose 
annexation on December 31, 2008, of the territory in the MUD which has not 
been previously annexed for full purposes. 

(D) The annexation of the territory described in Exhibit A serves the interest of the 
current and future residents of the City of Austin. 

(E) All procedural requirements imposed by state law and the Strategic Partnership 
Agreement for the full purpose annexation of the territory described in Exhibit 
A have been met. 

PART 2. The present boundary limits of the City are amended to include the following 
territory which is within the extraterritorial jurisdiction and adjacent to the city limits of 
the City of Austin in Travis County, Texas, and which is annexed into the City for the 
full purposes: 
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1,087 acres of land, more or less, out of the William Frampton Survey No. 122 and 
the Jesse Grimes Survey in Travis and Williamson Counties, Texas, and the Elisha 
Allen Survey No.2 in Travis County, Texas, said 1,087 acres of land, more or less, 
being more particularly described in Exhibit A. 

PART 3. The Service Plan attached as Exhibit B is approved as the Service Plan for the 
area, and the City Manager is directed to deliver this Service Plan to the MUD board. 

PART 4. The City Council declares that its purpose is to annex to the City of Austin 
each part of the area described in Exhibit A as provided in this ordinance, whether any 
other part of the described area is effectively annexed to the City. If this ordinance is 
held invalid as to any part of the area annexed to the City of Austin, that invalidity does 
not affect the effectiveness of this ordinance as to the remainder of the area. 

If any area or lands included within the description of the area set out in Exhibit A are: 
(1) presently part of and included within the full purpose limits of the City of Austin; (2) 
presently part of and included within the limits of any other city, town, or village; or (3) 
are not within the jurisdiction or power of the City of Austin to annex, then that area is 
excluded and excepted from the area annexed. 

PART 5. The Limited District shall retain its eXIsting rights to land, easements, and 
facilities that will be owned and operated by the Limited District pursuant to the terms of 
the Strategic Partnership Agreement. 

PART 6. Zoning application fees are waived for property within the annexed area for a 
period of one year from the effective date of annexation. 

PART 7. This ordinance takes effect on 12:01 a.m. on December 31, 2008.

This Service Plan ("Plan") IS made by the City of Austm, Texas ("City") pursuant to a Strategic 
Partnership Agreement ("SPA") between the ClIy of Austin and Anderson Mill MUfllclpal Utility 
Dlstnct ("MUD"), pursuant to Texas Local Government Code Section 43.0751. This Plan relates 
to the annexatIOn to the Cil y of a tract of land ("annexation area") known as the Anderson Mill 
MUD Area. The Anderson Mill MUD was created 111 1973 and consists of approxllnately 1,105 
acres. The MUD IS located In Williamson and Travis Counties, Texas. ApproxImately 14 acres 
wlthm the MUD located east of US 183 are currently in the City's full purpose junsdlctlOn. 
Several commercial properties within the MUD along both Anderson Mill Road and US 183, 
totaling approximately 41 acres, were annexed for limited purposes In 1998 In accordance with the 
terms of the SPA between the City and the MUD. The remainder of the MUD's tern tory is In the 
City's extraterntonal junsdlctlon. The District's boundanes are generally RM 620 to the west, US 
183 to the north, and Anderson Mill Road to the south 

ThiS annexatIOn area is adjacent to the Clly's full-purpose junsdictlon on the north, east, and south 
Sides. The annexation area encompasses approximately 1,091 acres including both the Itmited 
purpose commercial property and residential property. The annexation area IS described by metes 
and bounds m Exhibit A which IS attached to thiS Plan and to the annexatIon ordinance of which 
thiS Plan is a part.

SERVICE COMPONENTS 

This Plan mcludes three service components' (I) the Early ActIOn Program, (2) AdditIOnal 
Services, and (3) a Capital Improvement Program 

As used in this Plan, proViding services includes having services provided by any method or means 
by which the City extends municipal services to any other area of the City This may Include 
causIng or allOWIng private utilities, governmental entItIes, and other public service organizatIons 
to proVide such services by contract, in whole or In part. It may also Include separate agreements 
with associatIOns or similar entities. 

Unless otherwise noted or agreed to In thiS Plan or In the Strategic Partnership Agreement, the 
assets and hablhties of the Anderson Mill MUD Will be assumed by the City after full purpose 
annexation However, the Anderson Mill Lumted District retams ownership and title to all 
Amemties In the area as defined In the SPA, Includmg commumty faclhtIes, parks, pooh" 
greenbelts, and other recreatIOnal facllttIes owned by the District or the Limited District and located 
withIn the District Boundanes, and IS responsible for maIntenance of all such facilitIes, for so long 
as the SPA remams 10 effect and the Limited District remains m existence. 

1. EARLY ACTION PROGRAM 

The following services Will be prOVided 10 the annexatIon area commencing on the effectIve date of 
the annexatIOn, unless otherwise noted. 

a Pohce ProtectIOn. The Austm PolIce Department CAPD") Will prOVide protection and law 
enforcement services In the annexation area. These services lllclude: 
• normal patrols and responses, 
• handlIng of complaInts and Incident reports; 
• speCIal units, such as, traffic enforcement, cnminal investigations, narcolics, gang 

suppress IOn, and spectal weapons and tactics team. 

b Fire Protection. The Austin Fire Department ("AFD") Will proVide emergency and fire 
preventIOn services In the annexatIOn area. These services include: 
• fire suppressIOn and rescue; 
• emergency medical services first response for Austmffravis County Emergency 

Medical Services Department on Prlonty One, Two, Three, and Four medical calls; 
• hazardous materials mitigation and regulatIOn; 
• emergency prevention and public educatIOn efforts, 
• dive rescue; 
• techmcal rescue; 
• aircraftJrescue/flrefightmg, 
• constructIOn plan review; 
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• inspections, 
• rescuelhazardous materials unit. 

AFD serves as the fmt responder on Pnority One, Two, Three, and Four medIcal calls. For 
these calls, AFD will often be the fIrst re,ponder on the scene. EMS Will also be dISpatched 
and will take over response from AFD upon amval and Will transport the patIents to the 
hospital If needed. All AFD personnel are certified at an Emergency Medical TechniC13n 
(HEMT") level or higher. All engines (pumpers), ladder trucks, and rescue umts carry 
Automatic External DefIbrillators for use with he an attack victims. 

c. Emergency MedIcal Service The CIty of AUS!lOfTravIs County Emergency MedIcal 
Services ("EMS") Department Will provide services m the annexation area. 

AustinfTravls County EMS Will provide the followmg emergency and safety services to the 
annexation area: 
• emergency dIspatch, pre-am val Fmt Aid mstructlOns and coordmatlOn of other public 

safety support agencie.~, 
• emergency Advanced LIfe Support (ALS) ambulance response; 
• medical rescue services 

AusunfTravls County EMS IS a mobile servIce proVider, With umts constantly moving 
throughout the system area An ambulance IS frequently dispatched from a locatIOn outside 
the staUon. 

The Austin Fire Department will proVide emergency medical first response on Pnority One, 
Two, Three, and Four medical calls;. All Au,tin Fire Department personnel are certifIed at 
the Emergency Medical Techmcian (EMT) level or higher and assist EMS personnel 
provldmg patient care. 

d Maintenance of Water and Wastewater Faclhtles. The City will assume ownership of 
Anderson Mill MUD's water and wastewater faCIlities and associated water and wastewater 
related real and personal property and equipment on the Conveyance Date pursuant to the 
terms of the SPA. The City wIll assume the provlslon of water and wastewater serVlce for 
the customers within Anderson MIll MUD and those currently served out-of-distnct areas 
pursuant to the terms of the SPA. The facilities Will be malntamed and operated by the 
City's Austin Water Utlhty as governed by standard poliCies and procedures, and under the 
proVisions of the attached City ,erVlce extensIOn pollcy. The City WIll provide for the 
operatIon and maintenance of water and wastewater mfrastructure of Anderson Mtll MUD 
at a level of serVIce that IS equal or supenor to the Cllrrent levels of servIce provided by the 
MUD. 

e. Mamtenance of Roads and Streets, Includmg Street Lightmg. The Street and Bndge 
DiviSIOn of the Publlc Works Department Will mamtain publlc streets over which the City 
has junsdlctlon. These servIces mclude: 

• emergency pavement repair; 
• Ice and snow monitonng of major thoroughfares, 
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• street maintenance. Mamtenance activities mclude crack seal, sealcoat, slurry seal, and 
PM overlay; 

• repaIr maintenance of public ~treets on an as-needed basIS. RepaIr mamtenance 
operations include pothole repair, filling depressions (level up), spot surface 
replacement, spot full-depth repair, and utility cut repaIrs. 

The area IS fully developed wllh eXIsting resident13l streets. Any necessary street or bndge 
rehabilitatIOn or reconstructIon will be conSIdered on a CIty-wide pnonty basis. The 
eXI~tmg streets are performmg adequately to serve the area at a comparable level of servIce 
to other CIty of Austm resIdential areas. Streets that have been dedIcated and accepted for 
maintenance will be Included 111 the City's preventatIve mamtenance program. Preventallvc 
maintenance projects are pnontlzed on a CitY-WIde baSIS and scheduled based on a vanety 
of factors, including surface condition (dIstresses), rideablllty (smoothness), age, traffic 
volume, functlonal claSSIfication, and aVaIlable funding. 

If necessary, the Transportation DIvision of the Transportation and Public Works 
Department will also prOVIde regulatory slgnage services in the annexatIOn area. TraffIC 
signal, stop, and all other regUlatory studIes are conducted in conjunctIon WIth growth of 
traffIC volumes. All regulatory sIgns and SIgnals are installed when warranted following an 
engineenng study. Faded, vandalized, or mISSing signs are replaced as needed. "CALL 
BACK" service proVIded 24 hours a day, 365 days a year for emergency repaIr of cntlcal 
regulatory Signs. 

Street lighting will be mamtained in accordance WIth state law. 

f. Mamtenance of Any Other Publicly-Owned Facility, BUIlding. or ServICe Should the City 
acquire any other faCIlitIes, bulldmgs, or services necessary for muniCipal services located 
within the annexation area, an appropnate City department will provide maintenance 
servIces for them 

2. ADDITIONAL SERVICES 

Cenain serVIces, m addition to the above serVIces, WIll be proVIded within the annexatIOn area.

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3. CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS PROGRAM 

The City wIll mittate the construction of capItal Improvements necessary for providmg municipal 
servIces for the annexatIOn area as necessary. 

Each component of the CapItal Improvement Program IS subject to the City providing the related 
servIce dIrectly. In the event that the related service IS provIded through a contract serVIce 
provider, the capItal Improvement may not be constructed or acquired by the CIty but may be 
provIded by the contract provIder. The CIty may also lease bUlldmgs m lieu of constructIon of any 
necessary bUlldmgs. 

a PolIce ProteclIon. No capItal Improvements are necessary at thIS lIme to proVIde polIce 
services 

b. Fire ProtectIon. No capital improvements are necessary at thIS time to proVIde fIre servIces. 

c. Emergency Medical ServIce. No capItal improvements are necessary at thIS tIme to 
proVIde EMS servIces. 

d. Water and Wastewater Facllll1es. No capItal improvements are planned at this tIme to 
proVIde water and wastewater servIce. 

Water and wastewater serVIces to any new development and subdiVISIons WIll be proVIded 
accordmg to the standard polICIes and procedures of the Austm Water UtIlity, whIch may 
requIre the developer of a new subdIVISIon or site plan to mstall water and wastewater Imes. 
The extensIon of water and sewer service WIll be proVIded m accordance with the attached 
water and wastewater servIce extension polIcy. 

e. Roads and Streets. No road or street related capItal Improvements are necessary at this 
tIme 

f Parks, Playgrounds and SWlmmmg Pools. No capital Improvements are necessary at thIS 
time to provide servIces. 

g Watershed ProtectIon Department No capital Improvements are necc-ssary at thIS time to 
provlde serVlces 

h. Street LIghtmg. No capItal improvements are necessary at thIS tllne to proVIde servIces. 
Street IIghtmg In new and eXIsting subdIVIsions will be Installed and mamtained m 
accordance WIth the applIcable standard polIcies and procedures 

Other Publicly Owned Facilities, Building or ServIces: AddItIOnal Services In general, 
other City functIons and serVIce" and the additional servIces descnbed above, can be 
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provided for the annexation area by usmg eXlstmg capital Improvements. AddnlOnal capital 
Improvements are not necessary to provide such City services. 

J. Capnal Improvements Planmng The annexation area will be included with other territory 
10 cormection with planning for new or expanded facilIties, functions, and services 

4. SERVICES TO BE PROVIDED BY LIMITED DISTRICT 

The Anderson Mill Limited Dlstnct created under the Strategic Partnership Agreement will provide 
the following services. 

a. Solid Waste Collection. Anderson Mill Limited Distnct shall be responsible for providing 
solId waste pick-up and disposal for the area during the eXIstence of the hmned district. 
Services may be provided by distnct employees or by pnvate sohd waste service providers 
under contract with the Dlstnct. 

The Anderson MIll Mumclpal UtilIty District currently provides solid waste collectIOn 
services under a contract with a private sohd waste service provider, which contract expires 
on or about December 31, 2008. After conversion of the Municipal Utility District to the 
Limited Dlstnct, the Limited Dlstnct Will continue to provide sohd waste services under 
this contract. When the term of the contract explTes, or the contract IS terminated for any 
reason, or the DIStTlct and the contractor agree to extend the contract, any new, extended, or 
amended contract for solId waste collection will include a provisIOn for the collection of 
recyclable material by the pnvate solid waste provider as 'SIngle Stream' This 
reqUIrement will not be enforced by the City If (I) the City has not commenced a program 
providmg for single stream recyclmg in the City, and (2) a Single Stream Matenal 
Recovery FaCility is not in operation and available for the DIstrict's use, pnor to the 
approval of the new contract by the Anderson MIll LimIted District. 'Smgle Stream' IS 
defined as the curbside collection of all recyclable containers and fiber products from a 
single cart that IS emptIed into a non-compartmentahzed truck 

b. Maintenance and Secunty in Parks. Playgrounds. and SWimming Pools. The limned distTlct 
Will retam ownership of the AmenitIes 10 the area as defined in the SPA, including 
commumty faCilities, parks, pools, greenbelts. other recreallonal faCIlIties and as;oclated 
buildmgs and structures owned by the District or the LImIted District and located within the 
District Boundaries during the eXistence of the district. The distnct shaH be responsible for 
provldmg secunty, maintenance, and any necessary capital Improvements for all such parks 
and recreatIOn facilIties currently owned by Anderson MIll MUD. Security and 
mamtenance services may be proVided by district persormel or by private service providers 
under contract wllh the distnct. 

Recreational facilities and area amenities, mcludmg parks, pools, and medians, that are 
privately owned, maIntained, or operated will be unaffected by the annexatton. 

c. Deed Restnction Enforcement. The Anderson Mill Limited Di,tricl shaH retain the 
authority of the Anderson Mill MUD under Texas law, as It may be amended, to enforce 
deed restriction, applicable to property within the boundanes of the distnc! and any 
restnctive covenants to which the MUD IS a party. 
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5. SERVICES TO BE PROVIDED BY CITY IF LIMITED DISTRICT IS DISSOLVED 

If the hmlted district is dissolved or ceases to eXist for any reason, the City shall provide the 
followmg services Within 60 days of dissolutIOn, or the date upon which the Dlstnct ceases to eXist: 

a. Solid Waste CollectIOn The Austm Solid Waste Services Department will proVide services 
m the area Services Will be provided by City personnel or by solid waste service providers 
under contract With the Cily, Services currently provided In the City for single family 
residences, includmg duplex, triplex, and fourplex dwelling umts, mclude: 

• garbage collectIOn - scheduled cart collection in accordance with City Pay-As-You­
Throw gUidelines; 

• recyclmg collectIOn - scheduled curbside collectIOn, materials collected mclude 
newspaper, magazmes, catalogs, junk nm!, corrugated cardboard, tin, steel, and 
alum mum cans; glass bottles and jars; plastic bottles and contamers (#1 and #2); 

• yard tnmmmgs collection - scheduled reSidential collection m paper bags or reusable 
containers. 

CommerCial garbage collectIOn service for bus messes IS aVailable on a subscnptlon baSIS 
from the City or pnvate service providers. 

D. Maintenance of Parks, Playgrounds, and SWimming Pools. Ownership and title to all parks 
and recreational faclhues then owned by the Anderson Mill limited Distnct shall vest m 
the City. The City Will maintam such parks as recreational faCilities at their current levels 
of servICe descnbed m the-March 2008 Anderson Mill MUD Parks and AquatiCs 
Department Level of Services document. Services may be provided by the City Parks and 
RecreatIOn Department or by pnvate service proViders under contract with the City 

Recreational facilities and area amemlles, includmg parks, pools, and medIans, that are 
pnvately owned, mamtained, or operated Will be unaffected by the annexation. 

AMENDMENT: GOVERNING LAW 

ThiS Plan may not be amended or repealed except as prOVided by the Texas Local Government 
Code or other controllmg law. Neither changes in the methods or means of Implementmg any part 
of the service programs nor changes m the responslblhties of the vanous departments of the City 
shall constitute amendments to thiS Plan, and the City reserves the nght to make such changes. 
ThiS Plan IS subject to and shall be mterpreted m accordance With the Consututlon and laws of the 
Ul1lted States of Amenca and the State of Texas, the Texas Local Government Code. and the 
orders, rules and regulations of governmental bodies and officers havll1g Junsdictlon 

fORCE MAJEURE 

In case of an emergency, such as force majeure as that term IS defmed 111 thl, Plan, m which the 
Cily IS forced to temporanly divert its personnel and resources away from the annexation area for 
humal1ltanan purposes or protection of the general pUblic, the City obhgates Itself to take all 
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reasonable measures to restore servIces to the annexation area of the level descnbed m thIS Plan as 
soon as possible. Force Majeure shall mclude, but not be limited to, acts of God, acts of the 
public enemy, war, blockages, insurrectIOn, flots, epidemIcs, landsltdes, Iightmng, earthquakes, 
fIres, storms, floods, washouts, droughts, tornadoes, hUITlcanes, arrest and restraint of government, 
explosions, colhslOns, and other inabllity of the City, whether simIlar to those enumerated or 
otherwise, which IS not wlthm the control of the City. UnaVailability or shortage of funds shall not 
constitute Force Majeure for purposes of this Plan. 

SUMMARY OF THE WATER AND WASTEWATER UTILITY 
SERVICE EXTENSION POLICY 

The followmg information IS a summary of the Austin Water Utility Service ExtenSIOn POliCY, 
Chapters 25-1 through 25-5 and 25-9 of the 2006 Austm Code of Ordmances, m conformance with 
the Texas Local Government Code reqUirement that the Plan have a summary of the service 
extension policy 

Water and wastewater service IS only provided to lots that have been properly subdiVided and 
platted or are a legal lot. For property that is reqUired by ,ubdlvlsion regulations to construct water 
or wastewater facihties connectmg to the City system, fund10g and construction of those factlitles 
will remam the responslblhty of the developer. If the speCific undeveloped property does not have 
City water or wastewater service fronting the property, the owner/developer may make an 
appltcatlon for an extension of service to the Austin Water Utility for review 

Depending on the size of the new facilities and other condlhons, With City CounCil approval, the 
City may reimburse the developer for part of the cost of constructing certam faCilities. With City 
Council approval, the City may cost participate by reimbursmg costs associated With the overSize 
capacity of wastewater mams larger than 8 mches but less than 18 inches in diameter, and of water 
mains greater than 12 mches but less than 24 inches 10 diameter. With City Council approval, the 
City may reimburse to the developer the hard construction cost of the full capacity of wastewater 
faciliues 18 inches in diameter or larger, and water facllttles 24 inches m diameter or larger, as well 
as other faclhties such as reservOirs or pumps. The actual calculation of the cost participation and 
reimbursement amounts, including Itmits and the schedules for the payments, are mcluded in the 
Land Development Code. 

For lots that have water or wastewater lines 10 the street fronting the lot, the owner may receive 
water or wastewater service by applymg for a tap perrmt and paymg any reqUITed fees. New 
customers will be required to pay the Impact fees and all connection fees. However, If the tap is 
purchased withm two years of the completion of the line by the City or Within two years after the 
date of the City's annexation, the impact fee Will be waived. 

As long as a property is usmg a septic system, the property owner remams responSible for the 
operation and mamtenance of the septic sy'tem. If the septic system fails before the City sewer 
service is extended to the property, the property owner must repair the system. Under certam 
circumstances the Austmffravis County Health and Human Services Department may require 
conneclJon to the CJty ,ewer faciltties. 
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This polIcy IS set by the City Council and can be amended ill the future by ordmance.

Prior Council Action: 1/10/08 - Council approved a resolution 
setting the date of annexation. 

The Anderson Mill Municipal Utility District (MUD) was created in 1973 and consists of approximately 1,105 
acres located in Williamson and TraviS Counties, Texas. Approximately 14 acres within the MUD located 
east of US 183 are currently in the City's full purpose jurisdiction. Several commercial properties within the 
MUD along both Anderson Mill Road and us 183, totaling approximately 41 acres, were annexed for limited 
purposes in 1998 in accordance with the terms of the SPA between the City and the MUD. The remainder of 
the MUD's territory is in the City's extraterritorial jurisdiction. The District's boundaries are generally RM 
620 to the west, US 183 to the north, and Anderson Mill Road to the south. 

The annexation area is adjacent to the City's full purpose jurisdiction on the north, east, and south sides. 
The annexation area encompasses approximately 1,091 acres including both the limited purpose 
commercial property and the residential property. 

In antiCipation of annexation, and in accordance with the Strategic Partnership Agreement (SPA), the City 
Council approved Resolution 20080110-020 and designated 12/31/08 as the date of full purpose 
annexation of the limited purpose commercial property and the residential property. The service plan 
provides for full municipal services as required and defined by the Texas Local Government Code and shall 
be in effect for a ten-year period commencing on the date of annexation.

funds were collected.
